steel—the steel of 'bayonets in the 
hands of California N a t i o n a l 
Guardsmen, called out »by acting 
Governor Prank P. Merriam to halt 
the vicious and bloody battling be- 
tween maritime strikers and 
the 


city's police force. 


1800 Guardsmen Out 


As the guardsmen, 1800 strong, 


moved .into the Embarcadero, water- 
front highway, the casualty list of 
the fighting between the police and 


strikers stood at two dead, 
three 


probably fatally wounded, 69 hos- 
pitalized and hundreds nursing se- 
vere cuts and bruises and suffering 
from tear and nauseating gas. 


The dead were Howard Sperry, 59, 
strinking longshoreman, and a man 
tentatively identified as Prank Con- 
don, 
a member of the Cooks and 
Waiters'.Union.

Not only would such a pact be 


contrary to the traditional American

relations with that far eastern em- 
pire.

The proposal was broached deli- 


cately by Litvinoff. as an informal 
suggestion to Bullitt. He has been 
seeking to safeguard the'Soviet Un- 
ion by a series of non-aggression 
pacts with important foreign powers,, 
and suggested to Bullitt it might be 
of great value to the maintenance of 
peace in the far east if the. United 
States would sign such a pact with

SOVIET PACT PROPOSAL REJECTED BY U. S. 


Non-Aggression 
Pact Is Proposed 


No Action Taken On Sugges­ 
tion By United States 
Officials 


MOVE CONTRARY 
TO U. S. TRADITION

This proposal, th at Americans and 
Russians should never bear arm s 
against one another, was made by 
Soviet Foreign Commissar Maxim 
Litvinoff to Ambassador William C. 
Bullitt at Moscow. 
It was turned down by this gov­ 
ernm ent not because of any desire 
to be free of war against the Soviet 
Union but because of policy and the 
political issues involved. 
Contrary To U. S. Tradition. 
Not only would such a pact be 
contrary to the traditional American 
policy of refusing to enter anything 
in the nature of separate political 
alliances with foreign 
powers in 
peace-time, but it also was felt it 
would be m isunderstood in Japan 
and m ight seriously endanger the 
m aintenance of Am erica’s friendly 
relations with th a t far eastern em ­ 
pire. 
The proposal was broached deli­ 
cately by Litvinoff as an informal 
suggestion to Bullitt. 
He has been 
seeking to safeguard the Soviet U n­ 
ion by a series of non-aggression 
pacts with im portant foreign powers, 
and suggested to B ullitt it m ight be 
of great value to the m aintenance of 
peace in the far east if the United 
States would sign such a pact with 
Moscow. 
B ullitt replied he would have to 
refer the suggestion to W ashington.

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PROCESSING TAXES AND BENEFIT CHECKS 


GOVERNMENT checks are now going out in an ever-increas- 
" ing stream to farmers who have reduced their crops in ex- 
change for a government fee. 


The money, of course, is being raised by the famous pro- 


cessing tax, and some of the figures on the collection of the tax 
and the payment of money up to April 30, recently released, 
are interesting in the extreme, showing that the states which 
pay out the most in processing taxes usually get the least back in 
the way of benefits to the farmers. 


Already complaints are beginning to be heard in some of 


these states and it is not difficult to foretell now just what the 
campaign of the candidates opposed to the AAA will consist of 
this year, in certain sections of the country. 


Take New England, for example. From Connecticut, up 


to April 30, had been collected the sum of $1,680,705.38 while 
the-rental and benefit to farmers in that state was but §196,- 
818.94. 
The situation in Massachusetts was even less bal- 


anced. From the Bay State processing taxes of over $17,000,- 
000 were collected yet the commonwealth's farmers .got back 
but a little over $96,000. 
Rhode Island and Maine make an 


even sorrier showing. Processing taxes collected in Maine were 
a little over $1,780,000 and in Rhode Island over $2,879,000. 
Yet according to the figures, the rural inhabitants of neither 
of these states had gotten back a single penny in the way of 
benefits. 
Now Maine will vote early in September'and it will 


be interesting to see what, if any, effect the farm benefit pro- 
gram will have on the election results. 


It will be especially interesting in view of the fact that a 


•number of Southern states have done especially well, in the 
matter of benefit's. For example, Arkansas has collected $509,- 
000 in taxes and the farmers have gotten back nearly gl 1,000,- 
000 in benefits. 
Louisiana has collected a little more than $1,- 


: 273,000,000 and been paid over $5,000,000 in benefits. Mis- 
sissippi has collected $686,950.99 in processing taxes, and re- 
ceived back farm benefits of moret han ten millions. The great- 
"est beneficiary has been the state "of Texas with taxes collect- 
ed in the sum of $8,1 76,941.67 and benefits received in the sum 
Of $47,044,240.10.' 


New York has the greatest (disparity on the wrong side of 


the ledger with total processing taxes, collected in the sum of 
$31,847,946.10 an'd benefits in the sum of $55,000! 
Ohio, 


itself a big farm state, is a loser in the ratio of about 6 to 1, 
Illinois about 20 to 1, and Indiana three to one. Pennsylvania 
is also among the leading heavy losers. 


No wonder, therefore, there have been, some "mild" com- 


plaints from some of the states. The answer of those support- 
ing the AAA plan is that the money benefits all the country 
that what is spent in Akansas and Mississippi eventually is 
spread over the entire country. The answer is not entirely con- 
vincing due to the fact that the act was designed to benefit the 
farmers of the various states and that some of them seern to 
be getting most of the cash, and others little in proportion to 
the-tax paid. Of course, later figures may change the propor- 
tions somewhat but if they do not, it is not difficult to see wha 
one of the big political issues will be in many states this fall. 


MADAME CURIE'S GIFT TO HUMANITY 


In the death of Madame Marie Curie the world loses one who 


,has been called the foremost woman of science of all time. 


With her husband, the late Pierre Curie, a young Paris professor, 


she gave mankind the mysterious substance called radium. 
Twice 


awarded the Nobel Prize in chemistry, she was honored by learned so- 
cieties everywhere. Though it is believed that paradoxically she was a 
victim of the rays she had discovered, the curative value of the pro- 
duct of her research can not be computed. Medical men say that radium 
saved the lives of at least 50,000 men during the World War. 


The fact that Madame Curie refused to commercialize her great 


discovery helps to give an insight into her admirable character. During 
the course of her two visits to this country she won the love and affec- 
tion of all who came into contact with her. Modest and shrinking from 
the honors that were heaped upon her, she yet possessed the rare gifts 
which make public homage inevitable. She was happiest when In her 
laboratory, explaining the secrets of nature. This little -woman with a 
scientific mind lived only to do good to others. She will be sincerely 
mourned everywhere.

SUVA, Fiji Islands, July 6.—At the 


gateway of the Goro Sea stands the 
Yasawa group of volcanic islands, 
the western-most outpost of the Fiji 
Islands, nnd on the lavaland prom- 
ontory ot the largest of the group 
is the aristlcftlly carved heroic-sized 
figure of a woman kissing her child 
—the work of Chinese seafarers in 
the dawn of record history. 


This startling discovery, made by

PROCESSING TAXES AND BENEFIT CHECKS 
G 
OVERNMENT checks are now going out in an ever-increas­ 
ing stream to farmers who have reduced their crops in ex­ 
change for a government fee. 
The money, of course, is being raised by the famous pro­ 
cessing tax, and some of the figures on the collection of the tax 
and the payment of money up to April 30, recently released, 
are interesting in the extreme, showing that the states which 
pay out the most in processing taxes usually get the least back in 
the way of benefits to the farmers. 
Already complaints are beginning to be heard in some of 
these states and it is not difficult to foretell now just what the 
campaign of the candidates opposed to the AAA will consist of 
this year, in certain sections of the country. 
Take New England, for example. 
From Connecticut, up 
to April 30, had been collected the sum of $1,680,705.38 while 
the rental and benefit to farmers in that state was but $196,- 
818.94. 
The situation in Massachusetts was even less bal­ 
anced. 
From the Bay State processing taxes of over $17,000,- 
000 were collected yet the commonwealth’s farmers got back 
but a little over $96,000. 
Rhode Island and Maine make an i Ilis shoulders and pour his scorn 
even sorrier showing. 
Processing taxes collected in Maine were 
a little over $1,780,000 and in Rhode Island over $2,879,000. 
Yet according to the figures, the rural inhabitants of neither 
of these states had gotten back a single penny in the way of 
benefits. 
Now Maine will vote early in September’and it will 
be interesting to see what, if any, effect the farm benefit pro­ 
gram will have on the election results. 
It will be especially interesting in view of the fact that a 
number of Southern states have done especially well, in the 
matter of benefits. 
For example, Arkansas has collected $509,- 
000 in taxes and the farmers have gotten back nearly $11,000,- 
000 in benefits. 
Louisiana has collected a little more than $1,- 
273,000,000 and been paid over $5,000,000 in benefits. Mis­ 
sissippi has collected $686,950.99 in processing taxes, and re­ 
ceived back farm benefits of moret han ten millions. The great­ 
est beneficiary has been the state of Texas with taxes collect­ 
ed in the sum of $8,1 76,941.67 and benefits received in the sum 
Of $47,044,240.10. 
New \ o r k has the greatest disparity on the wrong side of 
the ledger with total processing taxes collected in the sum of 
$31,847,946.10 and benefits in the sum of $55,000! 
Ohio, 
itself a big farm state, is a loser in the ratio of about 6 to l, 
Illinois about 20 to 1, and Indiana three to one. 
Pennsylvania 
is also among the leading heavy losers. 
No wonder, therefore, there have been some “mild” com­ 
plaints from some of the states. 
The answer of those support­ 
ing the AAA plan is that the money benefits all the country, 
that what is spent in Akansas and Mississippi eventually is 
spread over the entire country. 
The answer is not entirely con­ 
vincing due to the fact that the act was designed to benefit the 
farmers of the various states and that some of them seem to 
be getting most of the cash, and others little in proportion to 
the tax paid. 
Of course, later figures may change the propor­ 
tions somewhat but if they do not, it is not difficult to see what 
one of the big political issues will be in manv states this fall.

The annual report of the welfare 


organization reveals that there has 
been a considerable decrease in con- 
tributions to the- agencies included 
in the federation during the past 
several years—in which time de- 
mands for aid for destitute persons 
have increased 
tremendously. 


The report points out that the 


federation and its agencies carried 
on during 1933 under greater stress 
than in 1932. Since the first day of 
this year, the burden has apparently 
become still heavier. 


Maintenance grants to the agen- 


cies last-year, exclusive of funds al- 
located for supplementary 
unem- 


ployment relief, were smaller by. 
$520,520 or 15 per cent, than -similar 
grants in 1932. Grants for this year 
so far are smaller by $232,221 or sev- 
en psr cent less 
than 
the' 1933 


grants. 


Grants in 1933, representing: the 


period from December 1, 1932 to No- 
vember 30, 1933, totaled $3,372,470. 
The seven per cent drop brought the 
grants for 1934 down to $3,140,249. 


• Collection costs, the federation an- 
nounced, have been kept down to 
95-100ths or 1 per cent 
on1 * the 


amount allocated to the organizar 
tioii for collection by the United 
campaign.

PAYS FOR ITSELF

PHILADELPHIA, July 6.—Penn- 


sylvania jails fail to come up to the 
mark in providing proper medical, 
vocational and recreational facilities 
for women inmates, the prison jour- 
nal publication of the Pennsylvania 
prison society declares. 


The journal's position is the re- 


sult of a report on a survey of the 
women inmates of 67 county Jails, 
the Philadelphia house of correction 
and the Allegheny county work- 
house, who were serving terms of a 
year or more. 


Statistically, there 
were 
14,000 


women in the county jails last year, 
although the yearly average of such 
prisoners serving a 'year or more Is 
approximately 400. 


In five prisons having 25 or more 


cells, there were 255 of this class of 
prisoners. In 17 jails with from five 
to twenty-five cells, there were 86 
women, while there were 
35 in 


prisons having from two to five cells^ 
the report stated, in criticizing over- 
crowded conditions. 


Four prisons .were found to have 


no bathing facilities, while 43 of the 
penal institutions provided no exer- 
cise at all. 
' Attempts to secure data,-as to the 
medical care of the . feminine in- 
mates, met with an apparent lack 
of success, the report stated. An- 
swers on this problem were received 
from only 12 prisons.

REWORK OLD "BERRY BED FOR 
NEXT YEAR'S CROP 


Many of the newly set strawberry 


beds do not 
possess 
satisfactory 


stands of plants as a result of un- 
favorable weather conditions. 


Where growers are faced with this 


problem the most practical solution 
will be found in reworking the 
planting that has just produced Its 
first crop of berries. .This task can 
be accomplished in several ways.

REWORK OLD BERRY BED FOR 
NEXT YEAR’S CROP 
Many of the newly set strawberry 
beds do not 
possess 
satisfactory 
stands of plants as a result of un­ 
favorable weather conditions. 
Where growers are faced with this 
problem the most practical solution 
will be found in reworking the 
planting that has just produced its 
first crop of berries. This task can 
be accomplished in several ways. 
The following method is suggested 
as the most economical in prepar­ 
ing for a good crop next year. 
As soon as the present crop is 
harvested the tops should be mowed 
and removed from the patch. Then 
a 4-10-4 fertilizer should be broad­ 
cast at the rate of 350 to 400 pounds 
an acre. A spring tooth-harrow or 
even a smoothering harrow should 
be used to rip up the rows. In com­ 
pleting this operation 1 or 2 trips

'' Brass Tacks "On The Sunday School Lesson

Heb. 13:6—"The Lord it my helper; I will not fear: what ih»ll.mji)i 


do unto me?"

International Uniform Les- 
son on the above topic for July 8 is 
II Chronicles, chapters 14 to 16, 
especially 15:1-12, the' Golden Text 
being Hebrew 13:6, "The Lord is my 
helper; I will not fear: what shall 
man do unto me?"

While the northern or secession 
kingdom of Israel in its 254 years of 
history had 19 kings all of whom 
were, wicked 
idolaters, 
and 
the 
southern kingdom of Judah in its 
389 years of history had also 
19 


kings, yet five of these latter were 
righteous men who served God in 
effecting great spiritual reforma- 
tions during their reigns. 


Asa was one of these good kings 


and reformers. 
Son of the god- 
less and idolatrous 
King 
Abijah, 
grandson of the foolish and heart- 
less King Rehoboam who split the 
kingdom into two rival kingdoms, 
and great-grandson 
of 
Asbolom, 


Asa's background was not favorable 
to godliness, and he is the mbre de- 
serving of credit for the noble stand 
he took at the outset of his reign 
to uproot the Iniquitous practices 
which had corrupted the spiritual 
life of the nation during the three 
preceding reigns. 
"And Asa did 
that which was good and right in 
the eyes of the Lord his' God. For 
he took away the altars 
of 
the 


strange gods, and the high places, 
and brake down the images, and cut 
down the groves: and commanded 
Judah to seek the Lord God of their 
fathers, and to do the law and the 
commandment." 
As a result of Ills 


reformatory policies the land was 
richly blessed with peace and pros- 
perity during the early 
years 
ol 


Asa's reign. When war did come 
God', blessed Asa with victory be- 
cause of his reliance upon Jehovah, 
though his forces were outnumbered 
by the Ethiopian invaders two to 
one: "Asa cried unto the Lord his 
God, and said, Lord, it is nothing 
with thee to help, whether with 
many,- or with them that have no 
power: Help us, O Lord our God; 
for we rest on thee, and in thy name 
we go against this multitude. 
O 
Lord, thou art our God; let not man 
prevail .against three." 
This was 
Asa's prayer, and such faith could 
not fail of victory. God's promise 
to him as to us was, "The Lord is 
with you, while ye be with him; 
and if ye seek him, he will be found 
of you; but if ye forsake him, he 
will forsake you. . . . . Be ye strong 
therefore, and let not your hands 
be weak; for your work shall be re- 
warded." 


Asa's Reformation Analyzed 


A study of Asa's reformation, as 


of every true reformation, reveals its 
origin in a 'return to the Wbrd of 
God as the prophet of the day re- 
vealed to Asa the will of God. This 
reformation, born of the Word of 
God, 
was fostered in worship 
to 
which Asa rallied the 
people 
in 


Jerusalem: "And they entered into 
a.covenant to seek the Lord God of 


their fathers with all their heart 
and with all their soul." The result 
was great national joy, for, "All 
Judnh rejoiced at the oath: For they 
had sworn with all their heart, and 
sought him with their whole desire, 
and he was found of them: and the 
Lord gave them rest round about." 


Asa had his faults in later life in 


depending upon human 
resources 
rather than upon Jehovah, and suf- 
fered punishment for this defect in 
his faith, thus teaching us our need 
of perseverance unto the end. God 
graciously shields these faults, how- 
ever, and views the general trend of 
this godly king's life, saying, "Asa 
did that which was right in the eyes 
of the Lord, as- did David 
his 
father".

•In explaining the bounce, on clay 


courts, Beasley said: "A ball struck 
with no top-spin and no under-cut, 
a flat shot, slides along the-surf ace 
of the court for nine inches, after a 
moderately hard hit, before it rises. 
With top-spin, the ball leaves the 
court surface after four inches of 
slide.

I. less than $10,000. 


The order benefits the nublic by 


insuring payments of compensation 
for damages. The commission be- 
lieves that reasonable assurance of 
payment requires that at least $10,- 
000 should be available for payment 
cf compensation for damages caused 
by the operation of this class of com- 
mon carriers of pasengers. 


Most of the larger bus companies 
carry Insurance in amounts much 
larger than $10,000.
